A FLOOD OF GOLD 


For the last week every super-liner fro 
Britain has dumped a cargo of gold in New York 
as required by the terms of the debt payment due 
last month. 

France refused to pay, but is also sending over 
gold, $4,800,000 worth of it in a single shipment. 

Now perhaps the depression will lift the 
United States, the 12,000,000 idle men go back to 
work, and business begin to throb again through the 
shrunken arteries of trade. 

Strangely, nobody expects that to happen as a 
result of the flood of gold into the national treasury 
and the bank vaults. If improvement comes, it 
will be because of other factors. 

The champions of gold-and-nothing-but-gold are 
first and loudest in proclaiming that hard times are 
not due to the lack of gold and that good times 
may not exist where the supply is ample. Else 
British industry and trade would be dead, and the 
United States and France humming with prosperity 

Neither in Britain. France nor the United States 
will conditions be materially affected by this 
transfer of gold to New York. Britain shipped gold 
because it would rather part with the metal than 
borrow in the United States and pay interest 
France has more gold in its underground store 
house than Croesus ever dreamed about. The United 
States has gold beyond any alleged need of more 

Whatever is to break the dead-lock and start 
world industry and trade moving again, the ship- 
ment of gold from port to port will not do it Asa 
prime mover in the economic system gold is useless 
It only serves as a convenient token of indebted- 
ness with which to make payments and square 
trade balances.

U. S. Senator Borah’s speech on world debt and 
trade conditions before the Foreign Policy Associa- 
tion of the United States, is as noteworthy for its 
courage as for its clarity. Many of the arguments 
are familiar to readers of this column, but the 
chairman of the Foreign Relations Committee of 
the U. S. Senate expressed them anew with crisp- 
ness and vigor, and with the authority that goes 
with his position. Said he: 

This is &@ man-made depression. God has 
not visited us with famine or flood; nature has 
everywhere been generous and kind and pa- 
tient. 

There is no reason for this depression, as 
I believe, except the unwise and vicious poli-. 
cies of those who today govern our new world 

The policies which have been pursued have 
been such as would have wrecked and demor- 
alized the Kingdom of Heaven 
And again, he said in words that scorch like 

flame: 

Industry and business are being strangled by 
fear, by debts, by high interest rates, and by the 
high taxes which are being raised in an at-- 
tempt to carry those debts. 

Relief from the present deadlock will not start 
til the question of war debts is settled: The chief 
obstacle had been the lack of comprehension 
of the true situation by the American people. 
Demagogues in the press and on platforms had 
told them they had the world by the tall; that they 
must not become involved in European problems; 
that the war debts were for moneys advanced and 
that if the Allies did not pay them the American 
taxpayer would have to pay! They were told that 
while the other allies were grabbing vast terri- 
tories, United States was left to pay the whole cost 
of the war after winning it for the others 

They were not told that France and Britain and 
Belgium were paying in blood during the nineteen 
months in which United States was calmly pre- 
paring, or that Britain had forgiven 10% billions 
of war debts at the close of the war—leaving only 
sufficient to satisfy U. S. demands—and had of- 
fered to forgive all war debts if United States would 
do the same. . 


The British offer was not philanthropy. It was 
to avert such a condition of affairs as has come 
to pass 


A Canadian business man, recently returned 
from United States, says he was appalled at the 
lack of understanding of the war debts situation 
shown by men he met in high elective positions 
That mass of ignorance Borah has charged into. He

Health and Diet Advice 
By Dr. Frank McCoy 

The lady who wrote me that her gall-bladder 
had been removed and wanted a diet to prevent the 
formation of gall-stones will likely be encouraged 
to know that, as a general rule, gall-stones do not 
appear the second time when the gall-bladder has 
been removed. This is because most gall-stones 
are formed the bladder itself and 
rarely do bile stones or gall-stones form in the 
liver, although it is possible. Such cases are 
very hard to diagnose because liver stones are 
difficult to see in the x-ray. When the gall-bladder 
has been removed, however, the causes of the stone 
formation remain and may cause symptoms although 
not the same as when the gall-bladder is present. 
The headaches and other symptoms due to sluggish 
or thickened bile formation, nevertheless, disappear 
on a gall-bladder diet. 

The actual formation of these hard rock-like 
concretions in the body from the liquid bile is one 
of the strangest conditions arising in pathology. 
Many times the one who suffers from this trouble 
has no tangible evidence that he can point out as 
the cause of his distress; but the one who has suf- 
fered from the passage of a stone can understand 
how hard these rock-like masses become. Gall- 
stones vary in size, number and shape. In rare 
cases hundreds are found, although ordinarily there 
are only a few. Often they show flattened edges 
similar to the sides of a cut diamond where they 
have been pressing on one another. Seventy-five 
out of a hundred cases occur in women between the 
ages of forty and fifty, at the age where they begin 
to take life easy and do not obtain enough exercise. 
Blondes, and overweights, or those who have had 
several children are, for some reason, more likely 
to have these calculi 

Sometimes several years elapse while the stones 
are present without the patient being aware of any 
symptoms. Gall-stone colic causes one of the most 
severe pains that is known. It is produced by the 
stone passing through the very narrow bile duct 
into the intestines. The bile becomes dammed up 
and backed into the liver where it is absorbed by 
the blood stream, causing a jaundiced, yellow tint 
of the skin. The attack may last a few hours or 
days, but in the end the gall-stones make their way 
out of the narrow duct and the pain is over. 


in very 


Common symptoms of gall-stones which do not 
produce the colic are stomach disturbances, nausea, 
flatulence, heart palpitation after the meals, and 
tenderness between the ribs and navel on the right 
side. Sometimes there is an ache in the right 
shoulder easily mistaken for neuritis. Fully half 
of all cases coming to my office complaining of 
indigestion respond so rapidly to gall-biadder 
treatments as to lose all symptoms in a day or two. 

The diagnosis of gall-bladder trouble and gall- 
stones is difficult and almost impossible without 
the use of the x-ray. This examination is given by 
using a special diet which shows the full gall- 
bladder as a shadow in the picture. With this 
valuable means of examination it is even possible 
io see the gall-bladder filling. A given amount of 
dye is poured into a glass of water and swallowed 
by the patient at six or nine o'clock in the evening, 
the next day, sixteen hours later, the dye will have 
been absorbed into the liver or gall-bladder. At 
this time an x-ray picture is taken and two hours 
later another picture. At this time a meal is given 
consisting of milk and cream. The fat in the cream 
should stimulate a normal gall-bladder to empty 
in about one hour after the meal. If stones are 
present, some of the bile remains, and the outlines 
of the stones can generally be seen. This method 
ot diagnosis is also valuable in showing whether the 
duct is narrowed, catarrhal, or inflamed, or blocked 
by stones which interfere with the free emptying 
of bile. These x-ray pictures are indispensable in 
diagnosing all gall-bladder pathologies.

Miss Shipman Gives Inter- 
esting Talk to League 
Meeting Tuesday 


Speaking to the members of the 
Catholic Women's League at the 
meeting held in Rosary Hall on 
Tuesday, Miss Rae Shipman, district 
superintendent of the Victorian 
Order of Nurses. sketched the his- 
tory of the organizatjon and told of 
the present accomplishments of the 
society 

Beginning in the days of Queen 
Victoria, the Victorian Order of 
Nurses was organized in 1897, and 


|when the dominions were formed 


the laws and principles of the order 
were handed down to the govern- 
ors-general, and through them {o 
the lieutenant-governors of the 
provinces. In Canada the annual 
meetings of the Victorian Order are 
held at government house. 

In their pioneering days 25 hos- 
pitals were established by the Order 
and in 1921 university scholarships 
were offered to outstanding nurses 
who wished to proceed with further 
training. However,,owing to finan- 
cial conditions the scholarship had 
to be withdrawn in 193) 

Municipalities raise their own 
funds for the support of the Vic- 
torian Order of Nurses, and in Ed- 
monton a board of fifty members is 
in control and in co-operation with 
the national board at Ottawa. Under 
the central organization 260 nurses 
of the Order in Canada carry on a 
splendid work. Records of all work 
are sent from each local district to 
Ottawa 

Miss Shipman told of the policies 
of co-operation with all medicai 
agencies. In the homes the nurses 
advise that doctors should be called 
There is the small fee of $1 which 
may be collected but which is often 
cisregarded when conditions of 
poverty forbid the payment of tt 
fee. But professional care and at- 
tention is never denied. The work 
of the nurses is social as well 
well as hygenic. They study hom 
living conditions as well as givir 
aid to the sick, pre-natal instruc- 
tions and every possible medical 
assistance 

There are three nurses of the 
Order in Edmonton, ready to re 
spond to all calls. They give night 
service and tend emergency cases 
Their aim is the highest standards 
of nursing
